WASHINGTON, April 3.—William 
A. Irvin, president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, told the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee today that elimination of the 
basing-point formula of price deter- 
mination would “dislocate” indus- 
try. 

He agreed, however, that enact- 
ment of such legislation would “not 
be harmful” to -his corporation be- 
cause its plants are situated in 
areas where competitors would 
want to be. 

In reply to a question by Chair- 
man Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, Ir- 
vin said: “We generally make the 
prices.” He said his concern in- 
forms trade papers of its prices and 
competitors “usually follow.” 

The bill before the committee, in- 


troduced by Wheeler, would do 
away with the price-determination 
system wherein transportation 
charges from any given base point 
are added to production costs in 
establishing the ultimate price. 

The system, Irvin said, was not 
the conception of one man, or a 
group, but “like Topsy, it just 
growed.” 

Irvin testified the corporation 
makes about 50,000 different arti- 
cles, the most expensive being watch 
springs which sell for $15,000 a ton 
and the cheapest steel rails at 
$36.37%2 a ton. 

He testified the profits in 1935 
were $1,146,000. Losses were report- 
ed from 1931 on. 

Irvin said prices for steel products 
had been cut materially during the 
depression and that the basic labor 
hire was now 47% cents an hour, as 
contrasted with 44 cents in 1926.

actuated any act. We tried the 
case three times and deliberations 
of these juries have shown the re- 
sult of our efforts.” 

Lamson was accused of clubbing 
his wife to death in the bathroom 
of their home Memorial day, 1933. 
The defense contended she fell and 
injured herself fatally. 

“This is the greatest moment in 
my life,” Lamson exclaimed when 
he was led, smiling, from the court- 
room. 

His sister, Dr. Margaret Lamson, 
greeted him.

Your excellency will appreci- 
ate that the delivery of this let- 
ter in no way implies that, in 
the view of his majesty’s Gov- 
ernment in the United Kingdom, 
the effort at conciliation re- 
ferred to in this letter has failed. 

As you are aware, we have to- 
day received from the German 
Government certain proposals 
which we have communicated 
to your Government and to 
which we are giving our im- 
mediate consideration. 

Meanwhile, his majesty’s Gov- 
ernraent is willing, in accord- 
ance with paragraph III of the 
proposals to instruct their gen- 
eral staffs forthwith to enter 
into contact with the (French 
or Belgian) general staff with a 
view to arranging the technical 
conditions in which the obliga- 
tions referred to in that para- 
graph should be carried out in 
case of unprovoked aggression. 
-On behalf of his majesty's 
Government, I have the honor 
to state that it is understood 
that this contact between the 
general staffs cannot give rise, 
in respect to either government, 
to any political undertaking nor 
to any obligation regarding the 
organization of national defense. 
I will be glad to have your ex- 
cellency’s confirmation that 
this likewise is the understand- 
ing of your Government. 

His majesty’s Government 
propose that conversations be- 
tween the general staffs of the 
two countries, necessary for es- 
tablishing the contacts in ques- 
tion, should be begun in Lon- 
don. 

I am addressing a similar let- 
ter to the Belgian (or French) 
Ambassador. 

Note on Commitments. 

The text of the second letter 
from Eden to the French and 
Belgian ambassadors, specifying 
commitments under the Locarno 
treaty, follows: 

With reference to “the text of 
proposals drawn up by the rep- 
resentatives of Belgium, France, 
the United Kingdom of Britain 
and Northern Ireland and Italy,” 
dated March 19, 1936, I am au- 
thorized to give you official as- 
surance that, if the effort at 
conciliation attempted in the ar- 
rangement there proposed 
should fail, his majesty’s govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom— 

1. (a) Will at once consider, 
in consultation with your gov- 
ernment and the Belgian (or 
French) government, the steps 
to be taken to meet the new 
situation thus created. 

(b) Will immediately come to 
the assistance of your govern- 
ment, in accordance with the 
treaty of Locarno, in respect to 
any measures which shall joint- 
ly be decided upon; 

(c) Will,-in return for recip- 
rocal assurances from your gov- 
ernment, take, in consultation 
with your government, all prac- 
tical measures available to his 
majesty’s government for the 
purpose of insuring the security 
of your country against unpro- 
voked aggression; 

(ad) Will, for this purpose, es- 
tablish or continue to contact 
between the general staffs of 
our two countries contemplated 
in Paragraph III of the said 
arrangement; 

And furthermore will subse- 
quently endeavor at the Council 
of the League of Nations, to se- 
cure the formulation by the lat- 
ter of all useful recommenda- 
tions for the maintenance of 
peace and for respect for inter- 
national law.

The text of the reply by 
Charles Corbin, the French Am- 
bassador, to Eden's five-point 
letter follows:

c—Will take in exchange for 
reciprocal assurances from my 
government all practical mea- 
sures within his power to insure 
the security of my country 
against unprovoked aggression.

land, and Italy, is ready to in-

Af} REPORTED DEAD & After Windstorm Hit High School in Cordele, Ga. 


IN WINDSTORMS IN 
9 STATES IN SOUTH 


18 Killed and 450 Injured 
at Cordele, Ga., Where 
Loss Is Estimated at $1,- 
250,600.

GREENSBORO, N. C., April 3.— 
At least 40 persons were killed in 
windstorms that swept across five 
Southern states yesterday, accord- 
ing to reports received here. 

The worst storms were at Cor- 
dele, -Ga., and at Greensboro, Ccaus- 
ing damage estimated at $1,250,000 
in the Southwest Georgia city and 
more than $1,000,000 here. 

Early today there were 12 dead 
here and more than 100 injured. 

At Cordele, a town of 7000, the 
dead numbered 18 and more than 
450 persons were hurt. About one- 
sixth of the town was damaged or 


| destroyed. 


Other Towns Struck. 

In addition to the dead in the 
two communities most seriously 
damaged, there were three dead at 
Tingnall, Ga. one each at Sasser, 
Leesburg, Bald Springs and Dan- 
burg-Florahill, Ga., Gordo, Ala., Ap- 
palachicola, Fla.,and Hampton, 8. C. 

Striking Cordele at dawn, a tor- 
nado leveled an area three blocks 
wide and two miles long. Two brick 
schools, normally housing 2000 stu- 
dents, were demolished. School, 
however, had not opened when the 
storm broke. 

Early last night high winds hit 
Southwest Greensboro, ripping Aa 
swath several blocks wide. The 
wind lifted, but struck again a few 
miles away at Bessemer, without 
causing any fatalities. 

A grandmother, daughter and 
granddaughter trapped in their 
home in the storm area here 
were burned to death. Hospitals 
and hotels were crowded with in- 
jured, many of them suffering from 
fractured skulls, crushed ribs and 
broken arms or legs. 

For hours after the storms the 
less seriously hurt moved through 
improvised hospitals to receive anti- 
tetanus treatment and first aid. 

Convicts Clear Debris. 

Convicts were pressed into serv- 
ice to help clear debris at Cordele 
as rehabilitation work began. There 
were more than 1000 persons home- 
less. 

Half the destruction was in a 
select residential section, the rest 
in a Negro area where flimsy 
houses were whirled away like so 
much cardboard. 

National Guardsmen with fixed 
bayonets patrolled the area through 
the night to prevent looting. 

The storm destroyed business and 
residential areas less than a quar- 
ter of a mile from the heart of the 
Greensboro business section.

“lid clubs.” 

Administration bills for the 
Kingshighway viaduct over the

State Auditor Says Officials Are 
Innocent of Intent to 
Defraud.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 3—A 


report filed yesterday at Maryville 


by the State Auditor’s Department 
showed discrepancies of $13,313 in 
the accounts of Nodaway County 
officials during 1933 and 1934. 

State Auditor Forrest Smith

He could, at 
the same time, ask for a stay of 
execution, which would undoubted- 
ly be granted were the order for 
the calling of the jury given. 

Replying this afternoon to the 
demand, Hauck said that “no com- 
plaint has been made, to my knowl- 
edge, of the commission of any 
crime in Hunterdon County by 
Wendel,” but that “if a complaint 
is made, I shall see that the same 
is presented to and considered by 
the grand jury.” 

Hauck's telegraphed reply made 
mo reference to Fisher’s demand 
that Hauck join him in asking Jus- 
tice Trenchard for a stay of execu- 
tion.

ST. LOUIS ONE OF FIVE. 
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DIRTIEST CITIES IN U.S. 


Pollution of Air Unaffected by | 
Rain, Health Bureau 
Analysis Says. 


St. Louis was placed among. 
American cities with the dirtiest air | 
in a study of atmospheric pollution | 
by the United States Public Health | 
Service, results of which have been | 


published in a pamphlet. Smoke, of | 
course, is the chief cause of pollu- | 
tion. | 
Other cities in this group alpha- | 
betically arranged, are Baltimore, | 
Boston, Chicago and Pittsburgh. A. 
middle group, with air not so seri-| 
ously polluted, comprised Buffalo, | 
Cleveland, New Orleans, New York 
and Philadelphia. The cleanest 
group among the 14 cities where oby 
servations were made was Detroit, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and 
Washington. 
Relative 


ranking within the) 
groups was not published. The) 
survey was made in 1931-33 and/| 
since then the findings have been | 


under compilation. 


Taking the degree of atmospheric 
pollution during the winter months 
for all 14 cities combined as 100, 
the relative degree for the three 
groups was: Dirtiest, 137; middle 
class, 97; clearest, 56. 

An interesting finding showed | 
there was no definite decrease in| 
pollution either during or after the | 
fall of rain. The pamphlet says: 
“This result is curious in view of | 
the generally ‘accepted belief that | 
rain clears the air.” 


Suspended Matter in Air. 


Other findings included: 

The average amount of _§sus- 
pended matter in the air during the 
winter months in the 14 cities was 
5.1 milligrams per 10 cubic meters of 
air. (A milligram is a minute frac- 
tion of an ounce; a cubic meter is 
slightly larger than a cubic yard.) 
This content was divided thus: Car- 
bonaceous matter, 65 per cent; ash, 
30 per cent; silica, 12 per cent, and 
iron oxide, 2 per cent; the seeming 
duplication in some of these items 
was not explained. An average of 
.73 of a milligram of sulphur to 10 
cubic metérs of air was found in 
winter, the amount of sulphur being 
closely correlated with the amount 
of carbonaceous matter. 

Variation in size of particles in 
the air among the cities was very 
small. The average number of 
particles per cubic centimeter in 
winter was 815. 

Pollution was greatest in winter, 
reaching a maximum in December, 
perhaps because of unusually cold 
Decembers during the survey, it be- 
ing suggested the peak might 
normally be in January. Pollution

Maximum Pollution at 7:30 a. m. 
The time of day brought great 


variation in the degree of pollution, | 


with a minimum about 3:30 a. m., a 
maximum about 7:30 a. m. and a dip 
in the middle of the day. Pollution 
at the morning maximum was about 
double that of midday and the 
morning peak was about two hours 
earlier in summer than in winter. 

Pollution was less on 
than week days. 


Wind velocity had a marked ef-| 


fect on the degree of pollution; the 
higher the wind the less the pollu- 
tion. Density of pollution, except at 
the morning peak caused by start- 
ing industrial and domestic fires, 
appeared to depend largely on ver- 
tical air currents.

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GRAND JURY VE 
DEAS ON CUTTING 
AUTO ACCIDENT 


Recommends Compulsory 
Inspection of Brakes and 
Lights, State Drivers’ 
Licenses. 


Compulsory inspection of auto 
‘mobile brakes, lights, and a State 
driver's license law were among 
recommendations made today by 
the grand jury in its final report 
to Circuit Judge Robert J. Kirk- 


wood for reducing traffic acci- 
dents. 
The grand jury recommended 


that inspections of automobiles be 
made at reguiar intervais, with the 
provision that defects found in in- 
spection must be remedied. In urg- 
ing a State driver's license law it 
observed that 30 per cent of the 
traffic law violators on St. Louis 
streets live outside the city. 

Other recommendations for meet- 
ing the traffic problem were: more 
traffic police, uniformity of traffic 
light signals and major stop signs, 
a stringent jay-walking ordinance, 
stricter enforcement of ordinances 
against street cars and busses go- 
ing through electrical signal cross- 
ings in violation of warning sig- 
nals, elimination of unnecessary 
major stop signs and electric sig- 
nals, and reduction of speed limit 
when visibility is low because of 
rainy weather or darkness. 

Urges Adding 166 to Force. 


Commending the Police Depart- | 


ment for its speed in answering 
radio calls, which was character- 
ized as “astonishing,” the grand 
jury found that under the present 
three-platoon system now in use 
there are fewer policemen on duty 
now at a given time than there 
were in 1906. It recommended the 
State Legislature pass a law to in- 
crease the force by 166-men, as 
urged by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners. 

A atrict policing of the Municipal 
Courts Building during working 
hours was urged in a recommenda- 
tion in which the condition of the 
structure was classed as “most un- 
sanitary.” 

“During our tours,” the grand 
jury added, “we noticed men who 
appeared to be intoxicated sleeping 
in the halls, courtrooms and toilets, 
This practice should be stopped. 
The police courtrooms should be 
locked up when ‘court is not in 
session. 

Urges Fumigating Building. 

“One of our members in his tour 
of inspection became afflicted with 
body lice. Vermin thrive where 
dirt abounds. The neglect in the 
care and upkeep of this building, 
extending over many years, has re- 
sulted in most unsanitary condi- 
tions throughout the entire build- 
ing. 

“We recommend, therefore, that 
the building be thoroughly cleansed 
and fumigated, that thereafter the 
building service be improved so 
that it will be kept clean and that 
the human derelicts will be kept 
out of the building. Since the last 
grand jury reported, a start has 
been made on repainting the in- 
terior of this building, but for some 
reason this work has been suspend- 
ed. It is urged that it be recom- 
menced at once and pushed to com- 
pletion. In the interest of public 
health, it would be desirable to re- 
move the venereal clinic from this 
building.” 

City Hospital Repairs. 

City eleemosynary and penal in- 
stitutions were found by the grand 
jury to be capably operated. The 
City Hospital was found in need of 
a new operating room and of re- 
pairs for its observation ward, 
which the grand jury said “is a dis- 
credit to the city and has been for 
years.” Many of the public build- 
ings visited, it was stated, have 
been neglected over a period of 
years. It was recommended that 
necessary repairs be made at once 
to foundations, walls and roofs. 

At the City Sanitarium, charac- 
terized as “well managed,” and 
“very clean and orderly,” the grand 
jury found that one dentist at- 
tempts to care for the teeth of the 
3700 inmates. It also found a short- 
age of chairs, beds, wheel-chairs 
and linens. It recommended that 
the equipment deficiency be met, 
and estimated that a least 40 new 
employes were needed to make up 
the deficiency in personnel.

NEBRASKA POWER PROGRAM 
OF PWA DEFENDED IN COURT 


Government Files Answer to In- 
junction Suit by Five Private- 
ly Owned Utilities. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 3. — The 
Government defended its Nebraska 
public power program yesterday, 
making a sweeping denial of com- 
plaints brought by five private util- 
ity companies in Nebraska. 

Attorneys for the Government 
filed in the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court an answer to the 
suit brought by the power com- 
panies asking for a permanént in- 
junction against developing power 
for the tri-county project or co- 
ordination of three big Nebraska 
hydro-electric projects in a state- 
wide electric system. 

Defending the constitutionality of 
its loans and grants under Fed- 
eral laws, the Government chal- 
lenged the right of the .companies 
to an injunction on the ground they 
had permitted millions of dollars to 
be expended before offering any ob- 
jections. It contended also that un- 
less the projeéts were completed 
the money already advanced would 
be lost, thousands of men now em- 
ployed would be thrown out of work 
and contractors and material men 
would suffer financial losses. 

The Government denied any at- 
tempts to coerce the three districts 
into a co-ordination agreement and 
said its only requirements were, 
those contained in PWA loan and 
grant contracts. It also denied any, 
attempt to drive the power com- 
panies out of business or to influ- 
ence rates except to protect the 
security of the PWA.

Fletcher, however, stuck by the | 
original news stories on the state- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, April 3.—After 
'debating the Capper Stockyards 
bill for three days, the Senate put 
forward a substitute yesterday and 
passed it within an hour amid cries 
of opponents that it “permits the 
Secretary of Agriculture to send a 
man to jail by ukase.” 

The bill was sent to the House, 
by a vote of 32 to 18, where its 
sponsors predicted rough going for 
it. The bill would place packer- 
owned stockyards under the super- 
vision of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. 

Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas 
had fought Senators from the cat- 
tle states of Wyoming, Arizona and 
Texas who objected to a provision 
in his bill prohibiting packers from 
buying drectly from farmers but 
requring them instead to purchase 
from competitive public markets. 

Connally (Dem.), advanced the 
bill proposed by Murphy (Dem.), 
Iowa as a substitute, saying he did 
so “only to defeat the Capper bill.” 

Connally and Ashurst (Dem.), 
Arizona ridiculed both bills and in 
the final hour regaled the Senate 
with a humorous and sarcastic at- 
tack on the Murphy substitute. 

Terms of Measure. 

This bill contains several amend- 
ments to the present Stockyards 
Regulatory Act, all indorsed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture in a let- 
ter sent to the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. 

It would require packers to put 
up bonds to insure payments to cat- 
tle raisers, a measure intended pri- 
marily to affect smaller packers

The Murphy bill also would 
broaden the authority of the ‘Secre- 
tary to proceed against packers in 
order to correct unfair trade prac- 
tices and would authorize filing of 
claims against packers for viola- 
tions of the stockyards act.

Authority Over Rates. 

The bill would extend the author- 
ity of the Secretary over stockyard 
owners or market agencies in re- 
lation to schedules. of ratés and 
regulations for handling livestock 
and would put upon the yards and 
agencies the burden of proof of es- 
tablishing need of increases. 

Violators could be suspended 
from business and could be _ pro- 
hibited from engaging in business 
again for any period designated by 
the Secretary up to two years.

Bond Issues and PWA 
Grants Help Prevent Se- 
rious Curtailment of Nec- 
essary Functions. 


An analysis made by the 
Post-Dispatch this week showed 
that the cost of municipal govern- 
ment in St. Louis last year in- 
creased 114 per cent over expendi- 
tures for 1909-10, while in the same 
25-year period, receipts for munici- 
pal purposes increased 93 per cent, | 

The natural growth of the city, | 
‘with a resulting increase in the | 
functions of government, has, of | 
course, led 40 normal increases in | 
both receipts and expenditures, 
with the effects of the business de- 
pression reflected in smaller gen- 
eral and license tax payments. Nec- 
essary functions of the city have 
not been seriously curtailed, how-| 
ever, and a program of public im- 
provements has been continued 
with the aid of bond issues and 
PWA grants. 

Unemployment relief, 
years, has cut heavily into mu- 
nicipal funds. A report of the 
Comptroller’s office last November 
showed that the city spent $7,228,- 
793 for this purpose between No- 
vember, 1930, and November, 1935. 
Of this amount, $1,525,000 was ap- 
propriated directly from municipal 
revenue. Since Nov. 1, 1932, two 
relief bond issues totaling $8,200,- 
000, were voted and the proceeds 
used for relief. 

Population Gain 19 Per Cent. 

In 1910, the city’s population was 
690,000, as compared with 830,000 
in 1935, both figures being based 
on Census Bureau reports. The in- 
crease of 1935 over 1910 was 19 per 
cent. The number of miles of im- 
proved streets has, in the same 
period, increased from 593 to 930; 
the number of miles of sewers 
from 661 to 1075. 

The number of city employes, 
about 6000 in 1910, increased to 
8000 during the peak years from 
1925 to 1929, and is now about 6400. 
Wages of city employes in the) 
classified service—which includes 
virtually every employe except elec- 
tive officials and certain appointive | 
department heads—have remained 
at about the same level during the 
25-year period. A general 10 per | 
cent pay cut in 1932 was restored | 
in 1934. 

The analysis was confined to the 
municipal revenue fund, which sup- 
ports every branch of the city gov- | 
ernment except the water division, | 
maintained by water revenue, and | 
the Public Library, Art Museum and | 
Zoo, which are supported by direct | 
taxes. A direct tax is also levied | 
for the interest and sinking fund | 
for municipal bonds. | 

Comparative Expenditures. 

Expenditures from municipal rev- | 
enue totaled $9,062,276 in 1909-10 and | 
$19,360,096 in 1934-35. The peak for 
expenditures was in 1928-29 with a 
total of $23,855,802, or 163 per cent 
above the 1909-10 figure and 19 per | 
cent higher than last year. | 

Most of the city’s revenue was) 
expended for the principal types of | 
service performed by the city, police | 
and fire protection and furnishing | 
health and hospital service. In the | 
25-year period, Police Department 
expenditures increased from $2,057,- | 
855 in 1909-10 to $4,975,711 in 1934- |

Three wax impressions of the 
original State seal have been lent | 
to the Missouri Historical Society 
| by Mrs. Benjamin L. Van Cleave of 
| the Park Plaza Hotel. Until now it 
| was thought that only five impres- 
sions of the original seal were in 
existence. 

The die of the first seal was de- 
stroyed when the Capital burned in 
1837. One impression of the orig- 


inal is in the archives of the Unit- 
ed States Senate, a second in the 
Missouri Historical Society files 
here, a third in the State Historical 
Society at Columbia and two are in 
the possession of Morrison Pettus, 
4371 Westminster place. 

Archivists of the Missouri His- 
torical Society were surprised to 
learn from Mrs. Van Cleave that 
she had discovered three addition- 
al impressions of the original seal 
attached to documents she found 
in a desk on a St. Charles County 
farm, 

The most distinct seal is on a 
commission issued by Gov. Daniel 
Dunklin on April 12, 1836, appoint- 
ing Thomas W. Cunningham, Mrs. 
Van Cleave’s grandfather, a Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the Third Regi- 
ment, Eighth Brrgade, Third Divi- 
sion, Missouri Militia. 

The other two seals were on com- 
missions issued by the same Gov- 
ernor naming Cunningham survey- 
or of St. Charles County. The first 
document, written with great flour- 
ishes, was dated June 24, 1833. The 
second, dated Aug. 20, 1835, bore on 
the reverse side the notation 
“Clerk’s fee, $00.25 cents.”

Before the State seal was adopt- 
ed by an act of the General As- 
sembly in 1822, Governors’ used 
their personal seals. A document 
at the Missouri Historical Society, 
for example, bears the personal 
seal of Gov. Alexander McNair} the 
first chief executive of Missouri, 
whose seal was o fred wax with an 
impression from his signet ring in 
the center.

Wife Telegraphs $900 Was 
Not in Envelope in Which 
He Sent It.

Frank Knox Hockman of Allison 
Park, Allegheny County, Pa., killed 
himself, apparently with poison, in 
a room at the St. Regis Hotel, 421 
North Broadway, late yesterday af- 


ternoon. He was a writer and for- 
merly a civil engineer. 

His body was found on the bed, 
and nearby were a box labeled “poi- 
son” and a glass.

CHIEF RIVALRY | 

TO COME FROM 

ROUGH RIDERS 
AND WEBSTER 


By Reno Hahn. 

University City, champion of the 
State interscholastic indoor track 
and field meet the last five years, 
will have to turn back the chal- 
lenges of Roosevelt and Webster 
Groves to retain its title in the sev- 
enth revival of the meet that starts 
tomorrow at Columbia. Prelimina- 
ries will be held in the afternoon 
and the finals at night. 

It will be even more difficult for 
the Indians to repeat this season 
than last, when Roosevelt was beat- 
en by only two points, for the 
Rough Riders are stronger than 
last season, and, in addition, Web- 
aster Groves has a strong squad en- 
tered. The Indians, also, will be 
without their best sprinter, Joe Ho- 
ran, who pulled a tendon in prac- 
tice early this week. Horan won 
the 60-yard dash last year and ran 
on the 880-yard relay team. 

University City’s loss of Horan 
may easily give Roosevelt the title, 
for Coach Schemmer of the Indians 
had been relying on Horan to keep 
the Seidel twins, Jerry and Al, from 
sweeping the sprints, and to give 
the Indians a place in the relay. 

Fews Stars at U. City. 

University City does not have 
many stars, but it has three en- 
trants in nearly every event, and 
may be able to pick up enough 
points to win a sixth championship. 

With Horan out, the Indians’ lead- 
ing candidates for first places are: 
Hadley Griffin in the 880-yard run, | 
Ken Leutwiler in the broad jump, 
and its medley relay team. Griffin 
tied for second last year and ap- 
pears set for a fine season. He 
ran an 880 outdoors in 2 minutes 
8.8 last week. Leutwiler has jumped 
close to 21 feet several times this 
season and may take the broad 
jump. 

Roosevelt's strength lies in the 
sprint race with the Seidel twins 
sure to gain at least five and pos- 
sibly eight points; the 60-yard low 
hurdles where Walter Schoenbeck, 
state record holder, is again en- 
tered, and the 880-yard relay. 


Webster Strong in Jumps. 


Webster's challenge will come 
from its strength in the jumps. 
Julius Summa and Walter Wagoner 
in the pole vault are the best in 
the district and may finish one-two. 
Tom Harkey and Bill Kelley in the 
high jump, and Kelley in the broad 
jump, are the others who should 
score points. In addition, Webster 
has a good 880-yard runner in Tom 
Nabors, who may force Griffin to a 
record or possibly beat him. 

Much of Webster's success’ will 
depend upon Kelley. He suffered 
a broken leg in football, and it re- 
mains to be seen if the injury will 
affect his track performances. If 
he comes through successfully, 
Webster has a good chance for the 
title. 

Other St. Louis schools entered in 
class “A” are: Normandy, 8t. 
Louis University High, Christian 
Brothers High, and McBride. Other 
teams entered are: Columbia, 8t. 
Joseph Central, St. Joseph Benton, 
St. Joseph Lafayette, William 
Chrisman of Independence, and 
Springfield. 

In Class B, Clayton, champion 
the last two years, will be an odds- 
on favorite to retain its title. 

Clayton's defense of its title must 
rest upon its two stars, Francis 
Harvey and Marion Schaeffer. 
Schaeffer won the 60-yard dash 
last year and anchored the winning 
relay team while Harvey took sec- 
ond in the low hurdles, so that they 
helped in scoring 13 of the 18 points 
which gave Clayton the title.

Put the bar at 5 feet 5 inches, 
stand beside it, and figure what 
sort of wings you would need to 
clear that from a standing posi- 
tion. It was in the 1900 Olympics 
at Paris that Ewry cleared this 
height. His hop, step and jump 
peak, which is even more remark- 
able than his other records, was 
reached that same year in the 


same place.

Won Ten Olympic Firsts. 


NE of Ewry’s records has 

been surpassed ee not 
in an Olympic meet. Leo Goehr- 
ing, in 1913, in a standing jump, 
cleared the bar at a %-inch higher 
level; but Ewry’s Olympic mark 
has stood ever since. 

We base the conviction that no 
other athlete will win 10 Olympic 
firsts on the unusual circum- 
stances under which Ewry was 
able to score his victories. 

Ordinarily for the same athlete 
to be successful in four Olympic 
meets, he would have to remain at 
his peak for 13 years. For Ewry, 
the period was only eight 
years, due to the fact that an in- 
termediate Olympic revival was 
held at Athens in 1906, making 
four rivals in nine years.

be 1900 and 1904 Ewry won six 

championships — the standing 
broad and high jumps and the 
hop, step and jump. In 1906 they 
abandoned the standing hop, step 
and jump, but Ewry won the other 
two events that year and in 1908 
as well. 

Still another Olympic mark was 
set by this unusual athlete in that 
he twice won four successive 
Olympic championships—that was 
in the standing high and stand- 
ing broad events. 

“Under the circumstances it is 
with reasonable confidence that 


we expect his Olympic perform- 
ances to stand unbeaten for all 


time.

High Jumping a Science. 
AROLD OSBORN, who will 
have a go at the Ewry 

marks, was born in the same 
year Ewry became international- 
ly famous—1900. It seems strange 
that in all those three-and-one- 
half decades all of the Ewry 
marks were not wiped out. 

The running high jump, for ex- 
ample, has made great progress 
and Osborn was one of those to 
blaze the way. 

In Ewry’s day athletes who 
could clear the bar at 6 feet were 
as rare as diamond-studded hen’s 
teeth. Today they are legion. The 
record has jumped nearly nine 
inches since that day. 

Today study has developed sev- 
eral scientific methods of jump- 
ing. When you stand beside the 
high-jumping standards and look 
up at the bar placed at 6 feet 9 
inches, you find it impossible to 
believe that any mere, system 
could enable normal muscular 
equipment to lift 175 pounds of 
athlete clear over that bar. 


The “Osborn Roll.’’ 


SBORN devised one of the 

several varieties of “rolling” 
whereby the last quarter inch of 
elevation is extracted from the 
athlete’s efforts. Even today they 
still call it the Osborn roll. 

You can’t describe it adequate- 
ly—it must be seen to be appre- 
ciated. 

Suffice to say that the jumper 
alights on the same foot from 
which he jumped and facing in the 
opposite direction from which he 
started. A pitch of the legs and 
another of the arms furnishes the 
impulse which “rolls” the body 
over the bar at almost unbeliev- 
able heights. 

Osborn, in spite of his 36. years, 
is still in the running and can do 
his 6 feet 6 inches on occasion 
as well as he did back in 1924 
when he won the Olympic title 
with a leap of 1.98 meters (6 feet 
5.95 inches). 

But we don’t expect to see him 
threaten the remarkable standing 
jumps of his predecessor Ewry, 
although he is credited with hav- 
ing equaled Goehring’s standing 
high jump record on one occasion. 

Time takes some of the spring 
out of us all.

It’s nicer to win a 
championship with a_ thousand 
bucks tacked on to it. That kind 
is nourishment. 

Little’s fugure, however, is un- 
certain. Only he can fashion it.

While Little was unusually success- 
ful among the simon pures, he has 
yet to prove his ability to win in 
faster company. Winnings for fun 
and winning when you have to are 
vastly different. 

Little has been called another 
Jones. But to me he is far from 
another Jones. In truth, there prob- 
ably never will be another Jones, 
After six years of retirement Jones 
is still the people’s choice. That to 
me is a remarkable tribute to his 
talents. I don’t think Bob can win 
but the people do.

SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
CURBS WAR PROFITS BILL 


Wants to Leave Sufficient Profit 
Motive to Induce Industry 
to Do Its Utmost. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 3. — The 
Senate Finance Committee voted to- 
day to curb drastic features of the 
war profits bill, leave a sufficient 
“profit motive” to induce industry 
to do its utmost to win a war, and 
put the measure in shape for re- 
porting to the floor this session. 

Instead of the 99 per cent tax 
on all individual income above $10,- 
000 as proposed in the bill drafted 
by the Senate Munitions Commit- 
tee, Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, of a Finance Subcommittee 
said his group had been directed 
to draft a bill to take “70 or 80 per 
cent” of incomes in the higher 
brackets. 

Moreover, Connally said, the load 
to be borne by smaller incomes 
would be increased under commit- 
tee instructions. Net incomes of 
$5000, as an example, would pay 
perhaps double the $360 he estimat- 
ed would have been exacted by the 
Munitions Committee bill. 

The subcommittee will begin 
meetings Monday, he said, to shape 
the tax sections of a bill to go 
along with the modified industrial 
control sections revised by the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee last session.

Demonstration Given at Wash- | 
ington University by Psy- 
chology Instructor. 


A machine, which will be used 
by the department of psychology at 
Washington University to aid per- 
sons deficient in reading ability, 
was demonstrated yesterday, for 
the first time at the University, by 
Dr. Winifred :-Magdsick, instructor 
of psychology. 

The machine, called a metron-o- 
scope, consists of an oblong box, 
about four feet long and one foot 
high, mounted on a stand. Rolls, 
containing printed stories, are run 
by electricity through the box much 
like a player piano and a line of 
words appears through a slit about 
two inches high at the front of the 
box.

She said that by increasing the 
speed of the machine, lip move- 
ments, also one of the major causes 
of poor reading, would be elimin- 
ated. “The old instructors taught 
you to be a good oral reader,” she 
said. “Today the stress is laid on 
silent reading, because often peo- 
ple who read aloud fail to compre- 
hend the meaning of the words,” 

Dr. Magdsick said the use of the 
machine would also tend to de 
crease the number of fixations and 
shorten the duration of the fixa- 
‘tions. She explained that a person 
“reads” only when he makes a fix- 
ation or a stop and not when he 
skips from one word or one group 
of words to another. “The ulti- 
mate aim is to make people remem- 
ber meaning rather than recall in- 
dividual words.” 

The words used in each of the

CAMPAIGN IN GERMANY 


Drive to Make 


Self- 


Second Nazi 
Agriculture 
Sufficient. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Apri) 3.—A second Nazi 
campaign for self-sufficiency in 
farm production continues to em- 
phasize more grain, but also stresses 
horses, cattle and sheep. 

The watchword of the first cam- 
paign was “insure the nourishment 
of the people on German soil” and 
that of the second involves agri- 
cultural mobilization equal to mili- 
tary preparations. 

In 1935 the area sown to rape 
seed increased 64 per cent over the 
1933 acreage, or 20,692 acres. Bar- 
ley, the use of which is encouraged 
as cattle fodder, increased 12 per 
cent and more than 148,700 acres 
were planted to it last season. 

Repeated injunctions to “fertilize 
more and fertilize correctly,” re- 
sulted in a 14 per cent jump in the 
amount of potash used by farmers 
and a 24 per cent increase in the 
use of prepared fertilizer. 

The need for fibers to supplant 
imported textile materials caused 
an increase in the number of sheep, 
which a few years ago had almost 
disappeared, and which now total 
more than 100,000. In 1932 only 
1806 acres were planted to flax, but 
this was increased to 8240 acres in 
1935. Only 84 acres were sown to 
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hemp in 1933, but the acreage was 
1174 in 1935. In response to sub- 
sidies, 800,000 fruit trees were set 
out last year. 

By increasing the production of 
oil plants it was made possible to 
cut imports of soy beans, peanuts, 
linseed, copra and like products 
from 1,792,000 tons to 998,000 tons. 
The imports of oil cakes, however, 
increased last year. 


NAZI PROPAGANDA IN BRITAIN 
CHARGED BY LORD ZETLAND 


Cabinet Member Says Germany Is 
Trying to Shift Blame 
to France. 
By the Associated Press. 

MANCHESTER, England, April 
3.—The Marquess of Zetland, Sec- 
retary of State for India, charged 
today that “German propaganda 
has been busily engaged in encour- 
aging pro-German tendencies” in 
Great Britain. 

Speaking at a Manchester Con- 
stitutional Club luncheon, he said 
the alleged propaganda was aimed 
at “propagating the idea that it is 
France rather than herself who has 
been responsible for the shock giv- 
en confidence by the violation of 
the Locarno treaty.” 

Referring to Reichusfuehrer Hit- 
ler’s remarks in Cologne Saturday 
that there was no use speaking of 
the sanctity of treaties made under 
the threat of guns, Lord Zetland 
declared: “To seek to justify her 
repudiation of the Locarno treaty 
on such grounds is preposterous.” 

He cautioned against undue opti- 
mism over Hitler’s latest proposals 
and said: “The dominant factors 
in the situation are still Germany’s 
feverish and immense activity in 
piling up armaments and her uni- 
lateral violation of a solemn treaty 
willingly entered into.”

RICHBERG FOR CONSTITUTIONAL

Says Amendments Granting New

| LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 3.—Con-

tion” of the courts rather than by

ald R. Richberg, former NRA Ad- 
ministyator, in addressing the con- 
vention of the Kentucky State Bar 
Association today. 

Richberg said outright amendment 
to make general grants of power 
to the Government specific, would 
be “cumbersome” and “dangerous” 
to local self-government, 

He said a study of Supreme Court 
decisions showed that “the Consti- 
tution is being continually amended 
by decisions of the Supreme Court; 
and this has been the practice 
since the beginning of our govern- 
ment.” 

“It seems clearly the lesson writ- 
ten in over 290 volumes of Supreme 
Court reports, that it is much eas- 
ier and more effective to change 
the opinions of the courts than to 
amend the Constitution; and the 
most appropriate method of accom- 
plishing this is for the legislative 
branch of the government to con- 
tinue to exercise its supreme au- 
thority to determine public policy, 
with confidence that ultimately 
there will be judicial recognition of 
the propriety of necessary and rea- 
sonable exercises of legislative au- 
thority and of legislative discre- 
tion, in dealing with all problems 
within the broadly granted powers 
of the Federal Government,” he 
said.

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CELEBRATE EASTER 
WITH A SPICED nAM 


Traditional Meat Goes Back to 
the Pagan Festival 
of Spring. 


Holidays have been celebrated as 
feast days oor fast days as 
far back as history has been 
able to probe. The holy-days 
which commemorated sorrow were 
observed by fasting—those of 
gay and joyous nature were ob- 
served by feasts. Easter, the holi- 
day which reflects resurrection, 
new life, abundance and joy of liv- 
ing, has always been observed with 


'the choicest food offerings. 


On that joyous day no ordinary 
menu suffices. Fresh spring vege- 
tables, dainty fruits and the most 
gala of Easter hams are the tra- 
ditional offering for dinner, just as 
eges are traditional for breakfast. 

There's always an _ interesting 
in connection with 
The idea 
of ham for Easter comes from the 
pre-Christian era when spring's 
new growth and new life were cele- 
brated at community gatherings 
called the Festival of Spring. Here, 
neighbors met and brought their 
own contributions of food. Ham was 
even then a great delicacy and held 
its place as the nucleus of the feast. 

Hams Are Different Now. 

Hams of this twentieth century 
are a far cry from those old dried 
and shriveled !>2gs of pork, hung 
over smoking fires until cured. No 
longer does a ham need parboiling 
to remove salt, or the addition of 
other seasonings to develop flavor. 
All you have to do is tuck it, rind 
and all, into a very slow (300 de 
gree) oven and let it roast—uncov- 
ered, for 22-25 minutes to the pound. 
The outside decorations may be 
simple as can be or highly decora- 
tive, but the real flavor comes from 
the ham itself. 

Spice the Ham. 

For your Easter ham this year 
try finishing the baking in the juice 
from a jar of pickled peaches, and 
use a couple of swirls of the sliced 
peaches for decoration. The whole 
peaches, nested in around the ham 
for garnish look deceptively like 
lovely colorful nests of Easter eggs 
-—~but far more appetizing. If you 
don’t think the result is worthy of 
taking its place in the Easter pa- 
rade—I’ll be surprised. 

Efficiency in getting the meal is 
an important consideration on this 
day when everyone wants to go to 
church. Start the ham early and 
leave it in the low oven until you 
return, then skin it and add the 
fruit syrup. Plan a menu to go 
with it that allows for early prep- 
aration of dessert, salad and vege- 
tables which may be cooked in the 
time it takes to get the dinner table 
ready and you'll be set for a suc- 
cessful day. 

The Easter Menu. 

Beef and tomato broth 
Spiced ham with pickled peaches 
Mashed sweet potatoes 
Baked stuffed onions with green 
beans 
Hot rolls Butter 
Pineapple, carrot, cucumber jelly 
Cream mayonnaise 
Apricot cream pie 
or 
Ice cream with butterscotch nut 
sauce 
Coffee 
Spiced Ham. 

One 12-14 pound Star ham. 

Two dozen long stemmed cloves. 

One No. 2% can whole pickled 
peaches. 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

Remove wrapping from ham, but 
Place ham, fat 
side up, in an open roasting pan 
and place in a 300 degree F. oven. 
If a meat thermometer is available, 
insert into ham so that the bulb 
reaches the- center of the thickest 


‘part of the ham. The ham should 


bake slowly for a total of 22-25 min- 
utes to the pound. One hour be- 


_fore time for the ham to be done, 


‘remove from the oven and remove 


rind, which will be crisp and easily 
separated from the meat. 

Slit one peach in half, remove 
pit, and cut back half of fruit into 
six petal-like slices. Arrange these 
in fan shapes on top of the ham, 
slashing the ham fat in radiating 
cuts around the peach fans. Stick 
cloves in ham fat in semi-circles. 
Cover all with brown sugar and 
syrup from peaches. Return to oven 
and cook slowly for remaining time. 
Baste occasionally with peach 
syrup. Serve with a garnish of 
fresh watercress and whole. pickled 
peaches studded with cloves.

CANDIED SWEET POTATOES 


Four to six sweet potatoes. 

One-fourth cup water. 

One cup brown sugar. 

Pare the potatoes and boil until 
about half done. Drain, and cut in 
lengthwise slices and lay in a shal- 
low greased pan. Spread with short- 
ening and pour over syrup made of 
brown sugar and water. Bake in a 
moderate oven, basting frequently 
with the syrup until potatoes are 
transparent. It may be necessary 
to add more syrup during the bak- 
ing.

Where jellies are beautiful and 
clear they may be whipped into just 
ordinary meringue and made to 
decorate a layer cake. 

Where you want to build your 
dessert around jelly, and we don’t 
mean a jelly roll, here are a num- 
ber of ways of using up any ex- 
cess that you may have in the jelly 
closet against the coming of fresh 
fruits. 

Jelly Jumbles. 

One-half cup butter. 

One cup sugar. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon vanilla extract. 

One tablespoon milk. 

One and one-half cups flour, 
about one glass of jelly, 

Cream the butter, add the sugar, 
eggs, milk and flour which has been 
sifted with the salt and baking 
powder. Add more flour if neces- 
sary in order to make a dough that 
is easy to handle. Cut out in round. 
On the lower round put some jelly 
which has .been beaten with a fork 
to make it easier to spread. Top 
with a round which has had three 
openings cut in, press the cookies 
lightly together at the edges and 
bake in a moderately hot oven (375 
degrees) for about 15 minutes, 

Refrigerator Jelly Cake. 

One and one-third cups (1 can) 
condensed milk. 

One-fourth cup lemon juice. 

Two-thirds cup currant jelly. 

Twenty-four vanilla wafers. 

Blend together condensed milk 
and lemon juice. Add two-thirds 
cup currant jelly and mix with a 
silver fork. Line narrow, oblong 
pan with wax paper and a layer of 
vanilla wafers. Cover with -jelly 
mixture. Add another layer of wa- 
fers, alternating in this way until 
mixture is used, finishing with lay- 
er of wafers. Chill in refrigerator 
for 12 hours or longer. To serve, 
turn out on small platter and care- 
fully remove wax paper. Cut in 
slices and serve plain or with 
whipped cream. Serves six. 

: Jam Cake. 

One-half cup butter 

One-half cup sugar 

Two eggs, slightly beaten 

One cup raspberry or blackberry 
jam 

Two cups flour 

Three teaspoons baking powder 

One-fourth teaspoon salt 

One teaspoon cinnamon 

One-half teaspoon allspice 

One-half teaspoon cloves 

Two-thirds cup condensed milk. 

Cream together butter and sugar 
until light and fluffy. Add eggs, 
which have been slightly beaten, 
and jam. Sift flour once, measure; 
add baking powder, salt and spices 
and sift again. Add dry ingredients 
alternately with condensed milk to 
butter mixture. Beat until smooth. 
Pour into two buttered layer cake 
pans (8-inch). Bake in moderate 
| oven (350 degrees) about 20 min- 
| utes. 


Sweet Potato Puffs. 
To two cups cold cooked mashed 
sweet potatoes (leftover baked 
sweet potatoes may be used), add 


salt and two tablespoons butter. 
| Mix thoroughly and divide into six 
portions. Flatten each portion as 
in making potato cakes, place one 
marshmallow in center of each, 
and pull potatoes up around them 
so they are completely hidden. 
Crush two cups rice flakes very 
fine with a rolling pin and add 
them to four tablespoons butter, 
melted. Roll balls in the buttered 
flakes and place on a buttered 
cooky sheet. Bake in hot oven 
(400 degrees) for 10 minutes.

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Government Graded Eggs 
May Now Be Purchased 


Various Uses to Which Eggs Are Put Make 
the Degree of Freshness Important 
to Housewife. 


Dated eggs are coming into their 
own — Government-graded eggs, 
with a dated certificate of quality. 
Such eggs are not a new thing. 
They have been on sale in many 
places for years. But they are now 
in wide demand, and in response to 
consumer approval, more and more 
producers and dealers are grading 
by Government standards, under 
Federal-state supervision. Some use 
two dates—showing when the grad- 
ing was done and the date beyond 
which those eggs should not be sold 
in retail stores. 

Graded, dated eggs appeal to the 
housekeeper, says the Bureau of 
Home Economics of the United 
State Department of Agriculture, 
because she has use for different 
grades, and wants some guarantee 
that she is getting the quality she 
expects in the particular lot she 
buys. Eggs to poach for breakfast 
are one thing—she wants Grade A, 
or Grade AA for that. Eggs to 
scramble, or to use in a cup cake 
or a custard, need not be as fresh 
as poaching eggs. Grade B, or 
Grade C is good enough—but

RADING eggs is a simple proc- 
Ges which can be and often is 

done on the farm. It consists 
merely of sorting the eggs accord- 
ing to quality and size and packing 
each quality in its own separate 
container. Quality, except as to the 
shell, is determined by candling— 
which means holding the egg before 
a strong candle light and noting the 
condition of the air cell, the condi- 
tion of the yolk, condition of the 
white, and condition of the germ. 
Nowadays, of course, the light is no 
longer a candle as it used to be, but 
an: electric light, a kerosene lamp, 
a gas flame, or even sunlight. When 
this grading is done by a Federal 
or a Federal-state grader, the pack- 
age of eggs may be sealed with a 
label certifying to the quality of the 
contents on that date. The official 
grader’s services are available to 
producers and dealers in many 
markets and many places, for a 


small fee. The Bureau of Agricul-. 


tural BHconomics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
furnishes this service in co-opera- 
tion with the state authorities. . 


All poor quality eggs should be 
eliminated, of course, before they 
leave the farm. From then on, time 
and: the care the eggs receive de- 
termine their quality as they reach 
the consumer. Some are delivered 
direct from the farm to the house- 
hold that uses them. This trade, of 
course, is necessarily local and only 
local sources can furnish real “24- 
hour eggs.” Many farmers sell to 
jobbers or wholesalers, who in turn 
sell to the retail store, and by this 
time the eggs, of course, are older. 
Great quantities of eggs are sold 
to packers and shippers, who send 
them to distant markets in car lots. 
As most of the egg farms are in 
the Middle West, the Eastern cities 
do not get these eggs until they 
have passed through several hands, 
and by the time they reach con- 
sumers in New York, for example, 
the eggs are as much as three 
weeks old.

. > . 
ECAUSE the quatity of the 


eggs is gradually changing 
with their age, most of the com- 


‘mercial shipments are graded when 


received by the wholesaler or the 
dealer, and dated then. While in 
the store the very best eggs—grade 
AA, or “special,” as graded by Gov- 
ernment standards—may remain in 
that grade three or four days if 
kept under the best conditions. 
After that they would probably be 
grade A, or “extra,” for the next 
five or six days. Then they would 
be grade B, or “standard,” and re- 
main so about 10 days. Grade C, or 
“trade” quality, goes down more 
rapidly, and in three or four days 
more becomes inedible. The pack- 
aged eggs shipped from the Middle 
West to New York under ordinary 
conditions the whole three weeks 
of their life are mostly grad B when 
they appear on the market, accord- 
ing to the egg specialists. 

In fifst-quality eggs the shell 
must be strong, sound, free from 
any cracks or checks, regular in 
shape, and clean—for dirty eggs 
spoil more rapidly than clean eggs. 
The air cell, at the large end of the 
egg, must be small, not over an 
eighth of an inch in depth in a 
first-quality egg, and it should be 
fixed in position. Large air cells in- 
dicate possible staleness, and freely 
movable ones indicate broken shell 
membranes. The yolk in a first- 
quality egg should be seen very 
dimly before the candle, and should 
have very littie freedom of motion. 
When the egg is broken, the yolk 
should stand up well, in rounded 
shape. The white should be firm 
and clear, and should not spread 
out much when the egg is broken. 
The germ spot should show no de- 
velopment whatever. 

Such an egg is grade AA or “spe- 
cial’—but it is evident that there 
cannot be, relatively speaking, very 
many grade AA: eggs on the mar- 


ket, because they cannot be gath- 


ered and delivered as rapidly as 
that to any but a local market. 
Grade A or “extra” eggs are abun- 
dant, however, and the difference 
between A and AA is scarcely no- 
ticeable. The air cell is a trifle 
deeper (44 inch instead of %), the 
yolk and the white do not stand up 
quite so firmly. In grade B 
(“standard”) these charactezietics 
are a little more advanced, aff_d in 
grade C (“trade”) still more so, 
™ ~ * 

ATED eggs usually carry on 
[) ine label information as to 

their size—‘“large,” “medium,” 
“small.” The “large eggs must 
weigh at least 24 ounces to the 
dozen, the “medium” eggs at least 
20%. ounces, the “small” eggs, of 
course, fall below the “medium 
size.” 

All this applies to storage eggs 
as well as those sold “fresh” or 
“fresh-gathered.” Vast quantities 
of the eggs bought by wholesalers 
and jobbers are put into cold stor- 
age for out-of-season use, coming 
on the markets weeks or months 
after they are laid. Their grade 
then depends upon the storage con- 
ditions and length of time, in ad- 
dition to their original quality and 
the pre-storage methods of»* han- 
dling. The physical characteristics 
of the egg are the same whether in 
storage or not. Fiavor, however, 
may change in storage. Therefore, 
Government standards require that 
storage eggs of the two best grades 
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(A and AA) shall be so labeled 
when sold under certificates of 


quality. 
CITY CHICKEN 


Cut one pound veal cutlet and 
one pound pork into one-inch 
squares or have this done when 
you purchase the meat. Sprinkle 


with one teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper and one teaspoon 
onion juice. Insert wooden skewers 
in centers of pieces of meat, alter- 
nating the veal and pork and using 
six pieces on each skewer. Skewers 
may be secured at your meat mar- 
ket. With fingers, mold the meat 
into drumstick shapes, then dip into 
one egg, well beaten, and then into 
three-fourths cup finely crushed rice 
flakes, or fine bread crumbs. Brown 
carefully in three tablespoons hot 
fat, then pour one-half cup hot wa- 
ter around meat. Cover and bake 
in a moderate oven (375 degrees) 
for 45 minutes. Then blend two 
tablespoons flour with one medium 
can cream of mushroom soup and 
pour over meat, Continue baking, 
uncovered, for 15 minutes, Serve 


with gravy. 


LAMB PATTY GRILL 


Two pounds ground lamb 

Salt and pepper 

Six long slices bacon 

One tablespoon onion juice, 

Four apples 

One teaspoon cinnamon 

One-quarter cup brown sugar 

Four sweet potatoes 

Two tablespoons butter 

Have lamb ground and made into 
thick patties, wrapped with bacon 
and fastened with toothpicks or 
wooden skewers.

Supper Sandwiches. 

White or whole-wheat bread 

Boiled, baked or minced ham 

Mustard 

Sliced Swiss cheese 

One egg 

One-quarter teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper, 

Two-thirds cup milk 

Three tablespoons melted butter 

Place ham on slices of bread, 
spread with mustard and cover with 
a slice of cheese and top with a 
slice of bread. Beat the egg, salt, 
pepper and milk together and dip 
the sandwiches quickly into the 
mixture. Fry in butter until deli- 
cately browned and serve with 
pickles or relishes. These sand- 
wiches may be made ahead of time 
and fried just before serving. 

Baked Supper Snacks. 
(Individual Serving.) 

One slice of bread 

Chili sauce 

One slice baked or boiled ham 

Four asparagus tips

Salt.

Add the soup and then the milk, 
and cook until thick, stirring con- 
stantly. Toast the bread on one 
side and serve hamburgers on un- 
toasted side. Cover with onion 
gravy and top with toast cubes. 


Serve hot. 
Sausage, Scrambled Egg Sand- 
wiches. 

One pound sausage meat. 

Two teaspoons chopped onions. 

Six eggs, well beaten. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Dash of pepper. 

Toast. 

Put a little butter in a skillet and 
cook the onions slowly until tender. 
Turn in the sausage meat and fry 
until brown, stirring well. Beat 
the eggs with the salt and pepper 
and pour over meat. Cook slowly, 
stirring from the bottom until the 
eges are thick and creamy. Serve 
in portions on slices of toast and 
pase ketchup on the side.

If you want something new and 
different to go with a fruit salad, 
especially when there is to be no 
dessert, try this biscuit variation. 

Orange Biscuits. 

Two tablespoons shortening 

Two cups flour 

Four teaspoons baking powder 

One-fourth teaspoon salt 

One tablespoon grated orange 
rind 

One-fourth cup milk or water 

Orange marmalade. 

Sift together the fiour, salt and 
baking powder. Cut in the short- 
ening and then add the orange rind 
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and milk. Mix lightly and pat out 
rather thin on a floured board. Put 
together with a bit of marmalade, 
taking care the biscuit dough en- 
velops the marmalade. Bake in a 
hot oven (450 degrees) for 15 min- 
utes. These biscuits should be 
about the size of a 50-cent piece. 


White Bean Soup. 

Soak one cup white pea beans 
overnight. Rinse and bring to boil- 
ing point in water to which a little 
soda has been added. Rinse again, 
and simmer gently in two or three 
quarts of water, adding one tea- 
spoon salt, a bit of bay leaf, one 
minced onion and one-half diced 
small carrot. When tender press 
through potato ricer or sieve. 


MARSHMALLOWS 


Two tablespoons plain gelatine 

One-half cup cold water 

Two cups sugar 

Three-quarters cup boiling water 

One-half teaspoon salt 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Boil sugar and ‘boiling water to- 
gether until syrup tests thread 
stage (thread forms when syrup 
drops from edge of silver spoon). 
Remove from fire. Pour cold wa- 
ter in bowl and sprinkle gelatin on 
top of water.

Let stand 
until partially cooled. Add salt and 
flavoring. Beat until mixture be- 
comes thick, fluffy and cold. Pour 
into pans (size about eight by four 
inches), thickly covered with powd- 
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ered sugar, having mixture one 


inch in depth. Let stand in cool/ 


place (not a refrigerator) until 
thoroughly chilled. With a wet, 
sharp knife loosen around edges of 
pan and turn out on a board light- 
ly covered with powdered sugar. 
Cut in cubes and roll in powdered 
sugar. Fruit juices in place of part 
of the water, or nuts, or chocolate 
or candied fruits, chopped, may be 
added—or the plain ones rolled in 
grated coconut before being su- 
gared. Dates stuffed with this con- 
fection are delicious.

VERSATILE EGG I) 
A GOOD MIXER 


proved Through the Addi- 
tion of Eggs. 


One characteristic of our friends 
whom we sometimes call “good 
eggs” is that they are good mixers. 
They like people and nearly ve 
one likes them. 

It is this property of mixing weil | 
with other foods which places eggs 
high on the list of menu favorites. 
Sometimes eggs appear in the lead- 
ing role of a meal; very often they 
share honors as a part of the en- 
semble; most frequently they are 
hidden backstage in the essential 
work of making recipes successful 
in dozens of ways. 

As an example of the versatility 
of eggs in the menu, here is a good 
way to make a little ham and two 
eggs go a long way. 

Ham Loaf. 

One pound smoked ham (ground). 

One-half pound lean pork 
(ground). 

One-half pound veal (ground). 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons chopped green 
pepper. 

Two eggs (beaten slightly). 

One cup milk, 

Two cups corn flake crumbs. 

Combine all ingredients thorough- 
ly. Fill a long narrow cloth bag 
with the mixture and boil one hour. 
(This can be baked in loaf pan in 


ja moderate oven, 350 degrees, one 


hour.) Yield, eight servings. Serve 
this ham loaf cold, too, in thin 
slices, with stuffed hard-cooked eggs 
for a hot weather version of the 
ever popular ham and eggs. 

Speaking of making two eggs go 
a léng way, do you know that you 
can double the bulk of scrambled 
eggs by adding corn flakes or crisp 
rice cereals to the egg mixture be- 
fore cooking. Eggs mix well with 
cereals and the flavor is delicious. 

When it comes to left-overs (and 
sooner or later we must come to 
left-overs), eggs can give a touch 
of magic. Even something so hope- 
less as a few squares of cornbread 
or muffins left over from dinner 
can be made the main dish of to- 
morrow’s luncheon. Carefully scoop 
out enough of the cornbread to 
make a hollow large enough for one 
egg. Season with salt and pepper. 
Mix a few of the scooped-out 
crumbs with plenty of butter and 
springle over the top of the eggs. 
Bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 
grees) until eggs are firm. 

Here is an excellent cornbread 
that you can use for baked eggs if 
you make enough of it to have 
some left over. 

Bran Corn Bread or Muffins. 

Three tablespoons shortening. 

One-fourth cup sugar. 

One egg (well beaten). 

One and a half cups of milk. 

One cup bran. 

Three-fourths cup corn meal. 

One and a half cups of flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Four and a half teaspoons baking 
powder. 

Cream shortening and sugar. Add 
egg, milk, all-bran and corn meal. 
Sift flour with salt and baking 
powder and add to first mixture. 
Stir only until flour disappears. 
Bake in greased muffin pans or in 
a square baking pan in a moderate 
oven (375 degrees), 20 to 25 min- 
utes. Yield: Twelve muffins or 
squares. 

Eggs go into some of the best 
desserts such as this year-round 


Lemon Chiffon Pudding 

One and one- -half teaspoons plain 
gelatin. 

One-fourth cup water. 

Four eggs (separated). 

One teaspoon grated 
lemon. 

One-half cup lemon juice. 

One cup sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Soak gelatin in water. Cook egg 
yolks, lemon rind and juice and 
half the sugar in a double boiler un- 
til of a custard consistency. Add 
gelatin and stir often while cooling 
in a bowl of ice. Add egg whites 
beaten with rest of sugar. Pour 
into sherbet glasses, sprinkle with 
corn flake pastry crumbs and chill 
in refrigerator at least three hours 
before serving. Yield: eight serv- 
ings.

Then add water, or beef 
broth, and flour and cook to proper 
consistency. If preferred, a pound 
of boneless fresh or sea fish can 
be used. 


To Clean Skillets. 


Iron skillets should be velvet 
smooth and free from grease inside. 
To remove burned on particles of 
food and grease, pour hot water 
into the skillet, add washing soda 
and allow to boil for a few min- 
utes. Wash and dry thoroughly.

There is a salad for every course 
from the first to the last. Appe- 


tizer salads are just what the name |

implies: appetite-awakeners. 
should be simple and not too fill- 
ing. Tiny salads served on four- 
inch plates may be brought in for 
just a first course or may be left 
on the table throughout the meal. 
Crisp greens, citrus fruits, a slice 
of calavo are good for a contrast. 
Serve them with a tart dressing. 


ARNITURE salads are “trim- 

mings” more or less to go along 

with the meat, fish or fowl 
course to lend a touch of contrast. 
Serve these in lettuce cups right 
on the plate or pass them in a bowl. 
Slaws are good for these salads and 
raw vegetables likewise. Cauliflower 
is rather unusual served raw, but 
they're doing it in the best circles. 
Those tiny florets are crisply de- 
licious to nibble when marinated 
with French dressing. 

Sliced cucumber and radishes are 
other unusual combinations, and 
now that we’ve become accustomed 
to serving some kind of fruit with 
our meats and fish, the banana wa- 
tercress salad will not seem _ so 
far-fetched. 

The entree salad will make a 
whole meal. In other words, it’s a 
hearty salad. Our old friends, chick- 
en, ham, fish and shrimp combined 
with sliced hard-cooked eggs, fruit 
or olives and served with a cream 
or mayonnaise dressing, are as new 
as this year’s spring hat. While 


frozen salads are not timely, just 


now a few weeks of spring weather 
will make them important on the 
menu. 


ESSERT salads combine the 
J) satac and dessert courses and 

are grand in spring when a gen- 
eral lassitude make any change in 
foods welcome. There may be 
frozen salads, fruit salad, and are 
usually served with a fluffy mayon- 
naise made by whipping in some 
cream. These dressings should be 
very carefully seasoned or they may 
become most insipid. 

Dinner salads, of course, accom- 
pany the dinner, are served as a 
separate course or when the main 
course is brought in.

ASKS WHY ANYONE 
SHOULD BE AFRAID 


Hopkins Says He Has ‘‘Yet 
to See the Case” of Poli- 
tics Getting a Job on Re- 
lief Rolls. 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—Sen- 
ator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, is seek- 
ing an investigation “into all phases 
ofthe WPA” asaresult of charges 
of politics in the relief set-up. He 
made his demand yesterday about 
the same time that Harry L. Hop- 
kins, Relief Administrator, de 
clared that he had “yet to see the 


case” where “a fellow got his job 
on relief rolls begause of politics.” 

“T don't see why anyone should 
be afraid of having an investiga- 
tion,” said Borah after the Senate 
Audit Committee indefinitely post- 
poned action on the Davis resolu- 
tion for an inquiry into WPA. It 
should be an open inquiry and go 
into all phases of WPA. I have 
received letters from citizens com- 
plaining against the relief organi- 
gation, as have other Senators.” 

Hopkins was asked, “Is there any 
politics in WPA?” 

Depends on What You Mean. 

He replied: 

“You know it depends on what 
you mean. You might ask whether 
I got my job because of politics. 
One reason I'm here is because I 
believe in Roosevelt's philosophy of 
Government. That’s charged up 
to politics. I believe in people ad- 
ministering WPA who believe in 
WPA. I'd be a plain damn fool to 
appoint somebody to administer 
WPA who didn't believe in it.” 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the majority leader, said there was 
no need for another inquiry in 
view of the authority given a spe- 
cial Campaign Funds Investigating 
Committee, not yet named, to look 
into relief fund complaints. 

At his press conference yesterday 
Hopkins attributed reports. that 
WPA workers got their jobs 
through political influence to “pol- 
iticians” who “take pride in telling 
the wide world they are the fel- 
lows who know how to get relief 


jobs.” 
Hopkins’ View. 

“If that would stand up,” Hop- 
kins said, “if we were cutting off 
only Democrats, or Republicans— 
if they could make that stand up— 
they would have a case against us. 
But I don’t believe that’s true.” 

Declining to comment on any of 
the proposals for investigation of 
WPA by House or Senate commit- 
tees, Hopkins asked today whether 
Davis was a state or a United 
States Senator. 

At the same time, he dismissed 
as “poppycock” an assertion by 
Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, 
that the relief program had been 
“Tammanyized,” and added that 
Steiwer “doesn’t really mean it.” 

Hopkins, announcing that 88,000 
WPA workers were dropped during 
the week ended March 28 in his 
drive to cut total number of work- 
ers to 2,300,000 by July 1, remarked 
that “everybody who loses his job 
these days for purposes of efficien- 
cy charges it is politics.” 

Cost of WPA Program. 

Hopkins said the cost of the WPA 
program up to March 10 was $896,- 
000,000, of which $647,000,000 had 
been paid out by the Treasury, and 
that 2,877,197 were at work on WPA 
jobs on March 28. 

Representative Cooper (‘(Rep.), 
Ohio, in a statement attacked the 
allotment of $100,000 of work relief 
funds to George L. Berry, head of 
the Council for Industrial Progress, 
for completing a history of NRA.. 

Remarking that Berry had helped 
to organize “labor's non-partisan 


league” with the announced purpose | 


of aiding President Roosevelt's 
campaign, Cooper asserted that the 
allotment “constitutes a contribu- 
tion of $100,000 in relief funds to 
his own campaign chest.”

CITY TO BUILD BICYCLE TRACK 
IN FOREST PARK AS WPA JOB 


Work Undertaken to Keep Cyclists 
Off Driveways Where Riding 
Is Dangerous. 


In an effort to overcome the haz- 
ards of bicycling on streets and 


highways, the city will construct 
a paved oval bicycle track in For- 
est Park where beginners and old- 
timers can pedal without interrup- 
tion or danger. 
The track, a quarter of a mile 
long, will be built in the southeast 
corner of the park near Kingshigh- 
way and Oakland avenue. It will 
be level, fenced and 24 feet wide, 
accomr..odating eight riders abreast. 
Labor will be furnished as a WPA 
project, while earth for fills will be 
obtained from excavations for the 
new express highway, a PWA proj- 
ect. Work will be started on com- 
pletion of a lake being constructed 
across the highway to the west 
in what is known as “the bowl.” 
Ludwig Baumann, city forester, 
who has charge of the work, ex- 
pects the track to be completed by 
midsummer. It will be available to 
the public and will, in the opinion 
of Baumann, clear the driveways 
in the park and adjacent territory 
of cycling enthusiasts who Bau- 
mann says constitute a_ serious 
safety hazard. It will also be avail- 
able for racing events, although 
not banked on the outer rim, a 
usual requirement for such events. 
No fees will be charged.

New Zeppelin Completes 
First Atlantic Crossing 


The Von Hindenburg Sighted Over Pernam- 
buco on Way to Rio de Janeiro 
From Friedrichshafen. 


By the Associated Press. 
BAHIA, Brazil, April 3.—The 


Zeppelin Hindenburg passed over 
here at 2:12 p. m. today. It will 
reach Rio de Janeiro tomorrow 
morning.

RECIFE, Pernambuco, Brazil, 
April 3.—Germany’s great new Zep- 
pelin, the Hindenburg, flew over 
Pernambuco at 7:53 a. m. today, 


completing her first crossing of 
the South Atlantic Ocean. 

The giant airship, which left 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, Tues- 
day, passed over this city on the 
northeastern tip of Brazil, jutting 


out into the Atlantic, on her way 
to Rio de Janeiro. 


ABOARD THE AIRSHIP HIN- 
DENBURG, April 3.— Aeolus, god 
of the winds, appeared aboard this 
ship “in person” today as the di- 
rigible crossed the Equator, and 
baptized the passengers. It was the 
first time either the passengers or 
the Hindenburg itself, making its 
maiden flight to South America, 
had crossed this line in the clouds. 
The crossing was made at 2:43 a. m. 
The ceremony was commemorated 
by the appearance of a passenger, 
disguised as Aeolus, and by distri- 
bution of “baptismal certificates” 
as souvenirs of the Zeppelin’s flight.

The committee received two 
briefs from E. A. Brand of the 
Tanners’ Council of America, which 
contended the proposal “threatens 
the stability of the processing in- 
dustry.” 

“Wrongful Use of Tax Powers.” 

Fred Schluter, president of the 
Thermoid Rubber Co., Trenton, N.

Max Bedacht of New York City, 
representing the Communist party, 
said Communists agreed with the 
principles outlined in the bill but 
did not think that the proposals 
went far enough in taxing the 
Wealthy.

SPANISH PRESIDENT REPORTED

dent Niceto Alcala Zamora is pre- 
pared to form a Nationalist Govern- 
ment which would be virtually a mil- 
itary dictatorship if threats of re- 
bellion show the slightest sign of 
materializing. 

Since the leftist election victory, 
both communists and revolutionary 
socialists, whose ideas are identical, 
have been declaring their intention 
to upset the Government of Premier 
Manuel Azana by force “at the first 
opportune moment.” 

Anti-clerical and anti-capitalistic, 
the two groups reportedly would es- 
tablish a Soviet Dictatorship in 
Spain. 

The post-election disturbances fol- 
lowing a leftist election victory is 
known to have produced much dis- 
satisfaction among military ele- 
ments. 

Although flatly denied by the Gov-

Chicago Publisher, in E. St.

REGARDS ATTACK 
AS BEST POLICY 


Address Is Concluding One 
of Southern Illinois Tour 
in Campaign Against 


Borah. 


Frank Knox, publisher of the 
Chicago Daily News, and candidate 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination, defended as good polit- 
ical tactics the Republican policy 
of attacking the Roosevelt admin- 
istration without presenting a def- 
inite program, in a speech last night 
before a meeting of nearly 500 per- 
sons in the East St. Louis City 
Hall. 

The speeck was the concluding 
one of a tour of Southern [Illinois 
in Knox’s campaign 
against Senator Borah in the Illi- 
nois preferential primary which will 
be held April 14. 

Asserting the “New Dealers 
would like nothing better than to 
engage us in a discussion of our 
plans, and thus shift attention from 
their own acts,” Knox said _ that 
perhaps criticism was the chief 
function of the Republican party 
at this time, and that in fact no 
person was now authorized to say 
with any certainty what the party 
program would be. 

Outlines Principal Points. 

He outlined briefly the principal 
points on which he would criticise 
the Roosevelt administration, and 
followed them with six points of a 
“constructive program,” expressing 
the latter in very general terms. 

“We should oppose the _ trend 
toward centralized government, the 
encroachment on states’ rights, the 
tendency to broaden the activities 
of the Federal Government, the ex- 


travagance and the accumulation 
of an enormous Federal debt,” he 
said. 

The candidate’s “constructive pro- 
gram” included a balanced budget, 
a sound stabilized currency, rigid 
economy, strict enforcement of the 
anti-trust laws, a farm program not 
based on scarcity and restoration 
of relief control to local adminis- 
trations and removal from it of 
every vestige of partisan politics. 
He asserted that former Gov. 
Frank O. Lowden of Illinois was 
the man best equipped to write the 
farm plank in the Republican plat- 
form. 

The Democrats, he said, had pre- 
sented the Republicans with three 
“winning issues’ for the campaign:

“One of Seven Promises Kept.” 

“The Democratic platform of 
1932 was clear and unmistakable,” 
he said. “There could be no doubt 
about what it meant. It contained 
seven major promises and only one 
of the seven has been kept. The 
other six have been thrown out the 
window.” 

He denounced President Roose- 
velt. as untrue to the oath he took 
when he became President in that, 
he said, the President, instead of 
defending the integrity of the Con- 
stitution, had sought to undermine 
it by forcing a subservient Con- 
gress to enact legislation without 
regard to constitutionality. 

Knox charged that virtually every 
act of the administration had tend- 
ed toward -:. dictatorship and an 
abolition of the separation of the 
powers of government. 

“We had the dictatorship from 
the executive,” he said. “We wit- 
nessed the abdication of Congress, 
craven fools who thought only of 
their jobs, but we were saved by 
the Supreme Court.” 

Before the mass meeting Knox 
was the guest of the St. Clair Coun- 
ty Republican Committee at dinner 
at the Knights of Columbus Club, 
to which precinct workers were in- 
vited. 

Other Republican Speakers. 

Preceding his speech at the City 
Hall, Isaac A. Hedges and William 
R. Orthwein, supporters of Knox 
in St. Louis, and Daniel McGlynn 
and several other East St. Louis 
Republicans spoke briefly. 

Knox expressed satisfaction with 
the situation as he said he found it 
in Illinois, and while he refused to 
be quoted on the result of the TIilli- 
nois primary, it was apparent he 
believed that he would run far 
ahead of Senator Borah. 

He showed °much interest in the 
report from Maine that a national 
convention delegation friendly to 
him had been chosen, but he re- 
fused to express his opinion as to 
what his strength or that of any 
other candidate would be at the 
opening of the convention.

Congressman Marcantonio 
Asks for Inquiry Into Death 
of Victor A. Barron,

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Inves 


tigation of Ambassador Hugh 5S, 
Gibson and his staff at Rio de 
Janeiro is demanded in a resolu- 
tion by Representative Marcantonio 
(Rep.), New York, as the after 
math of the violent death of Victor 
A. Barron in the Brazilian capital. 


Marcantonio charged on the 
House floor yesterday that Barron, 
a young American, was tortured 
and murdered by Rio de Janeiro 
police on March 5. 

The New York Representative 
said he was offering the resolution 
because of the “glaring inconsis- 
tency” between State Department 
reports and the result of a private 
investigation by Joseph R. Brodsky, 
New York attorney. 

Brodsky, who ->turned home yes- 
terday from Brazil, informed Mar- 
cantonio his statements were based 
on an autopsy performed on the 
body the day after Barron died. 

Barron was in police custody at 
the time of his death because of 
suspicion of complicity in the po- 
litical activities of his employer, 
Louis Prestes. The latter was an 
opponent of the Vargas Govern- 
ment in Brazil. 

Brodsky’s report of the affair, 
read to the House by Marcantonio, 
said the youth was tortured from 
| the time of his arrest “until they 
| killed him.” 
| “They stabbed him,” he said, 
'“and beat him with belts and rub- 
ber hose; they burned and shocked 
him with live electric wires; they 
punched and kicked him around 
constantly and did not let him sleep 
for days. Whenever he fell uncon- 
scious they revived him to start all 
over again.” 

“He refused liquor and they broke 
his jaw and teeth in forcing raw 
alcohol through his lips and nos- 
trils,” Brodsky asserted. 

The New York attorney saiit Bar 
ron died from the torment and 
that the officers then “chucked his 
body” from a third floor cell te 
the jail yard.

Favors Coconut Oil Tax. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE just read your editorial, “Fail- 

ure of the Coconut Oj] Tax.” 

If you will trace the levels of butter 
prices for the past few years, I think that 
you will find consumption of oleomarga- 
rine varies inversely with the butter mar- 
ket. This is only natural, as oleomarga- 
rine is principally a substitute for butter. 
During the three years prior to the pass- 
ing of the 3 per cent excise tax on Co- 
conut oil in May, 1934, butter reached the 
lowest level it has seen for nearly 30 
years. Naturally, oleomargarine sales 
were at a low ebb, and should not be used 
as a basis for comparison. Since May, 
1934, for reasons I will not attempt to 
explain, butter prices have averaged 50 
per cent higher than the previous three 
Years, bringing the farmers an annual 
revenue of approximately $50,000,000 more 
than in 1931-34. Oleomargarine sales did 
not fall below the previous years, as high- 
er butter prices always cause increase in 
gales of its substitute. 

You state that the farmer has not been 
aided in the sale of tallow and cotton- 
seed oil, May I cite the prevailing higher 
prices of cottonseed oil and tallow since 
May, 1934, to the previous period? Also, 
the large increase in sales of vegetable 
oleomargarine in the last two years, made 
principally of cottonseed oil? 

No doubt the Guffey-Dockweiler bill is 
of interest to the consumers and manu- 
facturers of soaps and inedible products, 
as the bill as proposed has merits. But 
the thinking public will not be in favor 
of repeal of the original 3 per cent ex- 
cise tax in its entirety, as you propose. 
I think the medical profession will uphold 
me in saying that we would see far fewer 
eases of sore-eyed, under-nourished urch- 
ins along Poverty Row today if these 
children were given an ample diet of but- 
ter instead of oleomargarine. 

Missouri would do well to follow the ex- 
amples of some of her neighboring states 
in placing a 10-cents-a-pound tax on oleo- 
margarine made from coconut oil, thus 
helping to stabilize one of her most im- 
portant industries.

WAR CLOUDS OVER MONGOLIA. 


World interest centers, as the course of events 
changes, on the war clouds hovering over the Rhine- 
land, the Mediterranean, the Baltic and Baikan re- 
gions, Central Europe, Africa. These are regions 
whose critical issues are generally known, where 
communication facilities are highly developed, or at 
least adequate, where many of the actors are familiar 
figures. 

There is another danger spot—the border between 
Manchoukuo and Outer Mongolia—which offers per- 
haps even greater peril of a world conflagration than 
these others, but which, because of its remoteness 
and the complex issues involved, has received com- 
paratively little attention. 

In this wild and distant spot, two strong and am- 
bitious nations—Russia and Japan—are in danger of 
drifting into open hostilities, which may, if the agen- 
cies for peace are unsuccessful, soon involve other 
countries as well. Border raids, pitched battles, air- 
plane attacks have been frequent events in this re- 
gion for many months. Announcements by the two 
major Powers concerned have been growing more 
defiant. Great restraint will be necessary if an 
open outbreak is to be averted. 

Manchoukuo, the Japanese-dominated puppet state 


‘jearved out of the conquered territories once a part 


of China, is the base of the Japanese activities. Outer 
Mongolia, where Russian influence is dominant, is 
an autonomous Republic, recognized by Russia as 
“an integral part of the Republic of China,” but gov- 
erning itself along the Soviet model. It has an area 
of 596,177 square miles, or almost five times that of 
France, and 767,000 inhabitants, most of whom lead 
a pastoral life. 

Japan’s ambition to dominate Eastern Asia has led 
her arthies 1500 miles from the coast, up to the un- 
certainly defined border of Outer Mongolia. A long 
series of clashes at this frontier has taken place, 
largely the result of Japanese and Manchoukuoan 
raids. Russia has exercised a policy of forbearance, 
and arbitration efforts, largely unsuccessful, have 
dragged on. In recent months, the Russian attitude 
has stiffened. A treaty of mutual assistance with 
Outer Mongolia has been effected. Stalin, in the 
interview he recently gave Roy Howard, stated 
bluntly: “In case Japan ventures to attack the Mon- 
golian People’s Republic, seeking to destroy its in- 
dependence, we will have to assist the Mongolian Peo- 
ple’s Republic.” 

Japanese strategists have insisted that it is nec- 
essary to add Mongolia to the conquered region in 
order to consolidate the new empire on the Asiatic 
continent. For Mongolia to pass over to Japanese 
dominance, however, would expose Russia’s contig- 
uous Siberian provinces and the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road to conquest. The present Japanese Government, 
headed by Premier Hirota, is pledged to peace. But 
among the Japanese forces in Manchoukuo are many 
hot-headed officers who would account it an accom- 
plishment of duty to precipitate a war and bring 
about their ambition of settling affairs with Russia. 
There are restraining influences in two facts: that 
Russia realizes a war now would curtail or halt its 
program of industrialization, and that Japan already 
is in economic difficulties as the result of its Man- 
churian adventure. These incentives to peace, how- 
ever, may be counteracted by an unpredictable bor- 
der incident. ; 

It is doubtful that an open conflict, if it occurs, 
could be localized. Nazi Germany has an avowed 
goal of wresting the Ukraine from Russia, and might 
seize the opportunity of a Russo-Japanese war to 
make the attempt. The new Franco-Russian military 
pact would then become operative, and the system 
of alliances would drag other nations in. 

The decay of China has opened the way to this 
struggle of interesis in the Far East. Because China 
was helpless, Outer Mongolia broke away in 1921, 
and Manchuria, a decade later, passed to Japanese 
control. Vast forces are behind the raids and battles 
along this remote frontier. It will require the best 
ability of statesmanship and of the world peace ma- 
chinery to keep them under control. 
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FOR OUR LARGEST MINORITY. 


The National Bequests Committee for Fisk Univer- 
sity, whose membership includes Charles Nagel of 
St. Louis, John W. Davis of New York, Newton D. 
Baker of Cleveland and Silas H. Strawn of Chicago, 
is asking financial support for a thoroughly worthy 
cause.

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PEACE ON THE CAMPUS. 


It goes without saying that there is not going to be 
& peace strike at the University of Illinois. Not 
after what President Arthur Cutts Willard has said 
about it. The president, apparently taking cogni- 
zance of something that he deems a danger, has an- 
nounced that students of the university wil, of 
course, not take part in anything of the sort, be- 
cause it would be unintellectual and a purely emo- 
tional expression of opinion, unseemly and inimical 
to education, quite beyond the province of an educa- 
tional institution. It would be beneath the dignity 
of university students to do anything like that. He 
tells them so, in a few timely, well-chosen words. 

Student and faculty organizations may meet to pro- 
mote research or practice the arts or exchange ideas 
on scientific, economic, social or other public prob- 
lems, because these exercises are fundamental] in ed- 
ucation and indispensable to progress, but they must 
not pass resolutions or have mass demonstrations or 
display placards, posters and slogans, because these 
forms of appeal are unintellectual and harmfu! to 
university interests as well as unbecoming in uni- 
versity students. 

The president, it is apparent, knows students’ psy- 
chology and how to appea) to their better nature. 


Students are nothing if not intellectual. Otherwise, 
what are they doing at the university? It is a matter 
of pride with them. And they abhor anything like 
emotional expression of opinion. This is plainly to 
be seen at any football game, and has often been 
commented upon. But they are easily led. If the 
president had not spoken, they might have been be- 
trayed into doing something unintellectual or even 
emotional. The president’s timely warning, remind- 
ing them who they are and what is expected of them, 
has doubtless saved them from themselves and pro- 


moted peace on the campus. it. 
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THE GENTLEMAN FROM NEW YORK. 


Representative James W. Wadsworth of New York, 
who is to address the John Marshall Club here to- 
morrow night, will be in his “home country,” so to 
speak, when he crosses the Mississippi. Though in 
public life for many years, he is, first of all, a farmer. 
Specifically, he is a cattle man. He was born to it. 
Yet to equip himself for his job, he served his ap- 
prenticeship on the ranges of the Southwest. “The 
hammer of galloping all day long,” as Hilaire Belloc 
poetically expresses it, has been Mr. Wadsworth’s 
experience under Texas suns and stars. An Eastern- 
er who knows the West, not from a cushioned chair 
under a reading lamp, but from the pounding tute- 
lage of the saddle. 

Before he was a Representative in Congress, he was 
a United States Senator. It is a fair conjecture, too, 
that he might be a member of that body today had he 
been willing to compromise, evade or stultify himself 
as so many of his contemporaries unhesitatingly 
chose to do. Where prohibition in its heyday failed 
to make converts among “elected persons,” it made 
cowards, with few exceptions. Mr. Wadsworth was, 
perhaps, the most forthright exception. He felt it 
was a mistaken policy, frankly said so, never retract- 
ed, incurred the wrath of the Anti-Saloon League. It 
conspired to defeat him, and did. That was the price 
he paid for his conviction. It has been his gratifying 
privilege to see his judgment ratified by public opin- 
ion. 

Is it a demotion for a Federal Senator to accept 
a seat in the House? There is familiar historical 
precedent for such a choice. No pride of position de- 
terred sturdy old John Quincy Adams, who, after his 
tenancy of the White House, expanded and ornament- 
ed his career by years of service as a Representative 
from Massachusetts. Andrew Johnson was a Senator 
from Tennessee after leaving the presidency. Among 
Ohio’s many distinguished sons, the name of Theodore 
Burton, whether Senator or Representative, is writ- 
ten high. In Mr. Wadsworth’s case there was, also, 
the urgency of family tradition. His father had rep- 
resented “the Geneseo district” in Congress over a 
long span, and with the dignity and courtesy and in- 
tellectual integrity which have characterized the son. 

But before political honors had piled upon him, be- 
fore Washington and Albany official directories had 
listed him as Hon. James W. Wadsworth Jr., the 
guest of the John Marshall Club had literally won 
his spurs in a fiercer field. As “the gay °90s” loped 
‘down the late century’s stretch and college baseball 
was in gay, effulgent bloom, the grandstands of the 
Atlantic seaboard knew Jimmie Wadsworth as cap- 
tain of Yale’s fighting team and first baseman, who 
snared them all, high or low or wide, as Mr. Swin- 
burne’s Proserpine “gathered all things mortal.” And 
there, too, the son was following in the footsteps of 


jthe father, who, in his day, had captained Yale and 


administered the varied responsibilities of first base. 
St. Louis is delighted to honor the gentleman from 
New York. 


DEADLY COMMUNIQUES. 


Another showing of how untrustworthy are official 
communiques in the Italo-Ethiopian war comes in the 
latest announcements from the Northern front. 

In the major engagement in that sector this week, 
Rome reports that 7000 Ethiopians were killed, and 
that “the Italian forces suffered more than 1000 
casualties.” Unofficial reports from Italian head- 
quarters in Ethiopia are more specific as to the latter 
figure; they list the number of men killed as 16 of- 
ficers, 300 white soldiers and 745 native troops. 

The communique from Addis Ababa increases these 
figures to 700 white Italians, 36 officers and 2000 
natives. It decreases the figure for the number of 
Ethiopians killed from 7000 to 887. 

In view of these discrepancies, it will be difficult 
for the historians to determine precisely where the 
truth lies. It will be quite safe, however, for them 
to say that more men were killed in the commu- 
niques, by each side, than on the field of battle. 
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VACANCIES ON THE APPELLATE BENCH. 


The resignation of Judge Samuel Alschuler of Chi- 
cago, Presiding Judge of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Seventh Judicial Circuit, 
creates a second vacancy on the Federal appellate 
bench for Illinois, Wisconsin and Indiana. The other 
vacancy, caused by the death of Judge Louis Fitz- 
Henry of Peoria, has existed for nearly a half-year. 
This means that until President Roosevelt fills the 
vacant seats, the two remaining Judges, William M. 
Sparks of Indianapolis and Evan A. Evans of Madi- 
son, Wis., will be required to do the work that four 
Judges were doing a year ago. 

Obviously, such a situation should not be allowed 
to continue for long, especially in a time when the 
Federal courts are as busy as they are today. And 
yet the efficient operation of our courts must wait, 
or so it seems, until politicians come to an agree- 
ment. The long-unfilled vacancy on the appellate 
bench for the Seventh Circuit, which includes Mis- 
souri, is a case in point. Although Judge William S. 
Kenyon of Fort Dodge, Ia., died in September, 1933, 
it was not until February, 1935, that his seat was 
filled with the temporary elevation of former Judge 
Charles B. Faris. Theoretically, the judiciary is a 
separate department, but it is hard to regard it so in 
practice when disagreement among Senators can re- 
sult in long-standing vacancies on the bench. 
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FATHER AND SON. 

We read from time to time what the. sons of the 
Rockefellers and Fords are doing with their lives. 
There turned up in the news columns the other day 
the name of a son working in a field of knowledge 
far distant from that of his distinguished father— 
a father-and-son relationship worth noticing. The 
news was the list of 60 persons awarded 1936 John 
Simon Guggenheim Memorial Fellowships for re- 
search and creative work. The name of the son is 
Dr. Marshall H. Stone, associate professor of math- 
ematics at Harvard. The father—Mr. Justice Stone

There is no doubt that together Britain 
and France possess military, economic and 
financial power which no nation and no com- 
bination of nations could challenge. They 
are not only the strongest possible combina- 
tion in Europe today, but their combined 
strength would attract like a magnet the 
not inconsiderable strength of Russia and 
the Little Entente. All these nations believe 
in the existing boundaries of Europe. All 
profess a desire to maintain them through 
common action. 

Yet in both phases of the European crisis, 
Britain and France have been at cross-pur- 
poses, and in both instances their inability 
to agree on a common policy has made pos- 
sible a successful defiance of the public law 
of Europe, There is good reason to think 
that Mussolini defied the League because 
he felt he could rely on Laval to hold Eden 
in check, and that Hitler marched into the 
Rhineland a week or two before England 
and France were on the point of reaching 
an agreement both as to Ethiopia and the 
Rhineland. 

The root of the difficulty is that the 
French cannot persuade themselves to take 
a vital interest in the security of the British 
Empire in Egypt and India, while the Brit- 
ish cannot persuade themselves to be vitally 
interested in the French alliances in Central 
Europe. There is only one point where their 
Vital interests are the same. That is Bel- 
gium. Both would go to war instantly and 
as allies if Belgium were invaded again. 
For Belgium is the back door to France and 
the jumping-off place for an attack on En- 
giand.

But outside this zone, where the two Pow- 
ers are absolutely united, there lie other zones 
in which they are not united. Britain, for 
example, Was genuinely alarmed, not merely 
as a member of the League, but as an Em- 
pire, by the larger pretensions of Mussolini's 
African campaign. The British saw that if 
Mussolini conquered Ethiopia, he would then 
have to have sea power to hold it. An Ital- 
ian sea power strong enough to hold Ethi- 
opia would be strong enough to cut British 
communications with Egypt and India. 

What is more, the British realized last Oc- 
tober that singly they were no longer power- 
ful enough to keep in the Mediterranean 
their ancient command of the seas. The 
submarines and airplanes of Mussolini had 
changed all that. The truth of the matter is 
that Britain must have French naval sup- 
port in the Mediterranean. For without it, 
her imperial security is no longer what it 
used to be. But last October, when Britain 
put the question of naval support to France, 


Laval said Yes in a way that really meant 
No. 

At that point, Franco-British collective 
action in the Ethiopian affair broke down. 
For the sanctions imposed, while worrisome, 
were carefully designed not to stop the war. 
Britain having been left in the lurch when 
her imperial security was threatened, the 
way was prepared for the Rhineland crisis. 
Here the course of events seems to have 
been determined by the fact that Laval had 
gone, that a new French Government had 
come in prepared to agree with Britain on 
drastic sanctions against Italy in return for 
effective sanctions against the Rhineland 
coup, which everyone in Europe knew was 
coming. The negotiations were proceeding. 
The reply of the British Cabinet was expect- 
ed about March 15. On March 7, Hitler 
moved into the Rhineland. 

The success of his coup lay in its timing. 
It came bé@fore the British and French had 
agreed on a common policy. In effect, Hit- 
ler acted before Filandin and Eden could 
come to terms about Italy and Germany, and 
by his action he prevented them from com- 
ing to terms. At London, they were able to 
display only their separate suspicions and 
their collective impotence.

Thus the peace of the world has been 
broken in Africa and it has been dangerous- 
ly jeopardized on the Rhine because Britain 
and France have lacked the sense to see that 
if they do not hang together, they will as- 
suredly hang separately. It is idle for them 
to talk, as occasionally they like to talk, as 
if either could maintain its position in the 
world without the support of the other. 

Without the active support of France, the 
British cannot defend their island kingdom 
against the submarine and the airplane, nor 
their line of empire against attack in the 
narrow waters of the Mediterranean. With- 
out the active support of Great Britain, 
France cannot be sure of her ability to de- 
fend her soil against another’ invasion 
through Belgium, nor her position as a great 
Power and the patron of the new republics 
of Central Europe. 

The future of Europe will be determined 
far more by the extent to which Britain and 
France agree than by the plans, the pur- 
poses, or even the armaments, of Hitler or 
Mussolini. If they really do agree and 
unite, they can still maintain the peace. If 
they do not, they will not only be unable to 
maintain it. They will by their very decision 
invite a breach of the peace.

And 
it was hardly to be hoped that 
South could bid the grand slam 
himself. 


Poor Technique. 


The opening lead was the five of 
diamonds, which declarer allowed 
to run to the ace in his own hand. 
This was not fatal, but merely poor 
technique. But his second lead 
was plain suicide. He laid down 
the trump king! Like far too many 
players, he regarded his own cards 
with deep affection and dummy’s 
with contempt. So he now proceed- 
ed to “set up the spade suit.” 

He ruffed a small spade in the 
dummy, discarded a spade and the 
club queen on the ace and king of 
hearts, and ruffed a heart, He then 
ruffed a spade and ruffed another 
heart. But the heart queen and the 
spade king still were well guarded, 
and when one more ruff of a heart 
established that sult the dummy 
was without an entry. The spade 
king had to be conceded for the 
setting trick. 

A superficial analysis of the two 
hands should guide every player to 
the correct plan. Dummy’s heart 
suit headed by A-K-J was enor- 
mously superior to South’s spade 
suit, in that it was a full trick clos- 
er to establishment. It should be 
noted that both suits broke § and 2. 
Dummy had one less entry than 
had declarer, yet even with the 
play of two trumps the hearts 
could have been established and 
cashed, whereas the spades could 
not. The second trump. should 
have been won in dummy and a 
small heart ruffed. A club discard 
on the spade ace, two spade ruffs 
in dummy, and two more heart 
ruffs would have established every 
card in the dummy, to which there 
still would have been a ruffing en- 
try.

Question: I held the following: 
4QJ10875, 9K109743, $8 & 
none. I bid one spade. Was this 
a bad bid? 

Answer: It certainly wasn’t a 
good one. Lacking two and one- 
half honor tricks, you should have 
passed and bid strongly on suc- 
ceeding rounds.

Baked Corned Beef Hash 


Chop coarsely the contents of a 
can of corned beef and add it to 
two potatoes and one onion that 
have been cut into tiny cubes and 
simmered in water until ténder. 
Add one cup leftover gravy or stock 
and turn into a buttered baking 
dish. Bake in a moderate oven 
until lightly browned. Serve in 
baking dish with a green vegetable 
or salad, 


Poached Eggs with Tomato Sauce 


By decorating with tomato sauce 
we can change this dish into a 
luncheon one as well as a break- 
fast dish. One pint tomato sauce, 
two chopped green peppers, six 
poached eggs, one tablespoon but- 
ter, one teaspoon onion salt, six 
slices of toast. Fry the peppers in 
butter for five minutes. Add onion 
and tomato sauce. Let cook for 
five minutes and then pour over 
freshly poached eggs and toast. 


Strawberry Delight 


Line sherbet glasses with lady- 
fingers. Make a custard of one 
quart milk, three egg yolks, one cup 
sugar, two tablespoons corn starch. 
When smooth pour over the lady- 
fingers. Beat the egg whites until 
stiff and then beat in one cup fresh 
strawberries and powdered sugar to 
sweeten. Heap on top of pudding 
and keep cold until ready to serve. 


Stewed Prunes 


Prunes should be well washed be- 
fore putting to soak and then should 
be cooked in the water in which 
they have been soaking. Simmer 
gently until the prunes are plump 
and tender, then add sugar as de- 
sired. A few slices of lemon gives 
a pleasing flavor.
